While voting to spend more 
money this year to purchase 
water from surrounding towns 
town meeting shot down a 
proposal to buy and distribute to 
residents at cost some water 
saving devices.

Henneberry today announced 
that more than 1,000 persons have 
been incarcerated in Middlesex 
County correctional institutions 
for driving under the influence of 
alcohol since the implementation 
of the state's tough Drunk Driving 
Law in September of 1982. SI 
tics recently made avai 
through the Sheriff's Department 
indicate that in the 20 months pre- 
ceding the new Drunk Driving 
law, only 236 persons were sen 
tenced to the House of Correction 
for drunk driving, compared to 
the 1040 persons vommitted in the 
20 months following the enact 
ment of the law 

According to Henneberry, 
“This dramatic contrast is proof 
that the new Drunk Driving law is 
working. Clearly, state and local 
officials have responded with 
total commitment toward en 
suring public safety in appre 
hending drunk drivers and I com 
mend their efforts. However, we 
are left to deal with the bypro- 
duct, which is causing an escala: 
tion in the inmate population at 
our jail in Cambridge and our 
House of Correction in Billerica 
Persons committed for operating 
a motor vehicle under the influ 


arrested in Middlesex County, 
women sentenced in Massachu 
etts are committed to M.C.I 
Framingham. Henneberry's fig 
ures demonstrate that the drunk 
driving population complicates 
an already serious overcrowding 
problem and reinforces the criti- 
cal need to locate an alternative 
‘acility to house drunk drivers.

The article approved by the 
town meeting changes the 
zoning of a 13.5 acre parcel 
behind McNamara Tire trom 
residential to general business. 
As passed, the article in 
corporates the wording of an 
agreement between the select 
men and Ben Ristuccia, owner 
of the land. 

One signiticant change was 
made in the wording of the 
orignial article. As_ orignally 
printed, the article read “for 
construction of an ice rink and 
no other use.” ‘he motion read

The grant was 
for converting the Buzzell 
School to congregate housing

The Mass. ecutive Otlice of 
Communities and Development 
ECOD) awarded the grant as a 
part of a $27 million housing 
program, the first such awards 
in three years.
